to goal. Rod Flett was at this time 
astar in his position in hockey, be- 
sause he could lift the puck from 
end to end of the rink, but to-day 
the point or cover point are prac- 
tically forwards, and would not be 
able to gain a place ona good team 
if they played the old long lift style 
of game. 

The Victorias, of Montreal, were 
the challengers in 1896, and wrested 
it back again from the Winnipeg 
Victorias. ‘The Montreal namesakes 
held it until 1899, when the Win- 
nipeggers were again the challen- 
gers, but were unsuccessful. At 
this time Winnipeg players were 
amateurs and gentlemen players in 
every sense these terms imply. 
The only thing they knew was to play 
hoekey and to play it fairly, but 
when aha reached Montreal and 
found themselves pitted against a 
team whose motto was to win_ it, 
and when the Montrealers found 
they could not’ win it fairly they 
resorted to the most brutal kind 
of play. Dan Bain had his eye 
almost put out, and it was thought 
for quite a long time that he would 
lose the sight of it altogether.

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ALBERTA’S OPPORTUNITY IN| 
THE ORIENT. 

The Vancouver Daily Province of 
recent date had an article of such | 
significance to Albertan agriculture | 
that itis well worth while repro- 
ducing it in full: 

Thousands of tons of wheat would | 
now be rolling through Vancouver 
to the Orient, but for the fact that | 
it is impossible to secure grain. De- | 
mand such as was never heard of be- | 
fore, now exists, but exporters sim- 
ply cannot get the grain. Next} 
fall, however, it is promised that | 
things will be different, for then 
Alberta will have five million bush- | 
els of grain) for export where she 
had but two million last year, and 
with this increased elevator capacity | 
on the prairie this grain can be 
stored for export, via Vancouver 
whereas much had to be shipped 
East last season because of lack of | 
storage facilities. 

Should the Federal Governmment | 
deem Vancouver’s claim to a Govern- 
ment terminal elevator of sufficient | 
importance to establish one, there is | 
no doubt about the inauguration of 
a great export grain trade from 
this port this year. Failing Govern- | 
ment action in this respect, private | 
enterprise will undoubtedly do its 
share in building up this export | 
trade. 

“Within the past thirty days we 
have received enquiries for approxi- 
mately a million bushels of hard 
wheat for shipment to the Orient, 
principally to China,’’ to-day de-
